The Piece now before us is only a Plan or Model of 
a great Work, which Signor MarfigU is carrying on in fix 
large Volumes in Fol. Imperial Paper which he defigns 
to dedicate to the prefent Emperor of Germany^ by whofe 
Favour he. was employed many years in the Turkifh 
Wars, and continues to receive a noble Salary from the 
fame hand. 

The firft Tome is to contain the Geographical Part, 
Miuftrated with many Charts and aftual Surveys of the 
Banks of the Danube^ from its rife to its exit into the

The Author promifes Elegant Figures of the Non^ 
dejcripts^ efpecially the Heron ki^id^ as the Ardea cinerea 
jiavefcens, N, D* Ardea viride-Jiavefcens^ N. D* Ardea 
fiifca, N.D, Jhe Bimantappis^ never feen by Mr Ray, At 
the end* of this Volume there will be large Paralip^/^emt 
i-ipon NefrSj Eggs, and the Ventricles of Birds^ with 
feveral compleat Anatomies. 

Tome 5th is to comprehend the Plants, but what Im- 
provements will be made to Bellonms^ Cbfim^ and Mr 
Rm, this Pr^dromm doth not mention. However, in
